progress, of our rapidly developing commonwealth ; to
publish such of the collections of the Society as it shall
from time to time deem of value and interest; to bind
such publications and other books, pamphlets, manu-
scripts, and papers as they may publish or collect; and
to aid in all respects, as may be within its province, to
develop the history of this State in all its departments:
therefore,
